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Huskies, Coach Carr Have High 
Hopes Of Returning To Playoffs 


As the Northern Huskies 
varsity football team pre- 
pares for its season opener 
at home this Friday Sept. 8 
against Clear Spring, Hus- 
kies’ head coach Phil Carr 
begins his 10th season with 
high hopes of returning to 
the playoffs

In one of its nine victo- 
ries, Douglass beat South- 
west Academy, and the 
points Douglass received for 
that win had to be returned 
to Southwest because of the 
forfeit. The extra points re-

Maryland does a good 
job preparing students for 
college, but the state needs 
to offer more help to low-in- 
come and minority families, 
said a report released yester- 
day by the National Center 
for Public Policy and Higher 
Education. 

Students succeed on Ad- 
vanced Placement exams 
and college entrance tests, 
said the study, “Measuring 
Up 2006," which grades 
States in five areas. 

However, paying tuition, 
room, and board has be- 
come difficult, especially 
for low-income families, 
the re-port said. Maryland 
rated an F in affordability, 
the same as the last report 
in 2004. 

“For most American 
families, college affordabil- 
ity has continued to dete- 
riorate,” said James B, Hunt

“The share of family in- 
come required to pay for a 
year of college has contin- 
ued to escalate for all but 
the wealthiest families, And 
financial aid for qualified 
students who can't afford 
college has not kept pace 
With tuition increases,” Hunt 
Said in a press release. 

Maryland families in the 
lowest income bracket, those 
averaging $15,000 annually, 
would have had to set aside 
62 percent of their earnings 
to cover community college 
costs and 79 percent of their 
earnings to cover costs at 
public four-year colleges 
in 2005. It would cost al- 
most double their incomes 
to attend a private, four-year 
school. 

Costs are computed by 
figuring tuition, room, and 
board, and deducting any 
financial aid. 

Middle-income families 
earning $60,862 on average, 
would have had to save 17

percent for public four-year 
colleges and 42 percent for 
private four-year schools. 

Those in the highest in- 
come group, families aver- 
aging $161,046, would have 
had to put aside 6 percent 
of their earnings for com- 
munity college, 9 percent 
for public four-year colleges, 
and 16 percent for private 
four-year colleges. 

“Over the past several 
years, the state has increased 
its investment in need-based 
financial aid,” the report 
said. “Nonetheless, the 
share of family income, even 
after financial aid, needed 
to pay for college is large 
when compared with other 
states.” 

California and Utah re- 
ceived the highest grades 
in affordability, earning a 
C- each. 

Maryland is taking steps 
to make college more afford- 
able in addition to investing 
more in need-based aid, of- 
ficials said. 

State funding increased 
by 15 to 16 percent in public 
four-year colleges and will 
increase by about the same 
percentage in community 
colleges next year, said Bar- 
bara Ash, research director 
at the Maryland Association 


CENTER 










































of Community Colleges. 

That increase enabled 
public four-year colleges to 
freeze tuition for Maryland 
undergraduates this academ- 
ic year. 

“We may not have done 
so well this time around 
but I’m betting the report 
card for 2008 . . . we should 
see some dramatic improve- 
ment,” Ash said. 

In other areas, the state 
earned good marks, with 
little change since the 2004 
report. The center assigns 
grades after comparing each 
State to the state that did the 
best in a given category. 

Maryland received an A- 
for preparation, a category 
that evaluates the K-12 sys- 
tem. 

According to the report, 
over 75 percent of seventh- 


, to-12th-graders have teach- 


ers who majored in the 
subject they are teaching, 
“which compares very well 
with leading states.” 

The study commended 
eighth-graders’ performance 
on national assessments in 
writing, math, and reading, 
but warned that scores on 
national assessments in sci- 
ence were low. 

The report also noted that 
low-income eighth-graders 
did not achieve high marks 
on national math assess- 
ments. 

In participation, a cat- 
egory that looks at how the 
state enrolls its students in 
higher education, Maryland 
earned an A. 

While the proportion of 
students who enroll in col- 
lege directly after high school 
is low, Maryland leads in 
the percentage of adults, 
ages 25 to 49, participating 
in part-time postsecondary 
programs. 

On the downside, non- 
white students are behind 
white students in college 
enrollment, with 43 percent 
of white students, ages 18 to 
24, enrolled in college and 
28 percent of non-whites 
enrolled. 

The state received an- 
other A in benefits, which 
examines the economic and 
societal boosts Maryland 
receives from educated resi- 
dents. 

“Over the past 12 years, 
the percentage of residents 
who have a bachelor's de- 
gree has increased substan- 
tially, and the economic 
benefits that the state enjoys 
as a result have increased 
substantially as well,” the 
report said. 

The completion grade, 
which tracks students’ abil- 
ity to finish their postsec- 
ondary education, went up 
from a B- in 2004 to a B this 


Drop-out rates among 
first-year postsecondary stu- 
dents fell since 1992, with 
half of first-year commu- 
nity college students return- 





ing the following year and 
81 percent of freshmen in 
four-year public and private 
institutions going on to the 
sophomore year. 

Also high is the percent- 
age of first-time, full-time 
college students who earn 
bachelor's degrees in six 
years. However, the report 
noted that black students 
are less than 75 percent as 
likely as white students to 
complete their postsecond- 
ary education. 

“It's good news and bad 
news,” said Joseph Vivona, 
University System of Mary- 
land chiefi operating officer 
and vice chancellor for ad- 








ministration and finance. 
“The good news is that the 
gap has narrowed signifi- 
cantly over the past 10 years 
... But a gap still exists." 

Vivona said the Board of 
Regents will create a work 
group this year to deal with 
retention and graduation 
issues.

Chase contenders Dale 
Earnhardt Jr and Tony 
Stewart lead all active, full- 
time Nextel Cup drivers in the 
number of victories at 
Richmond, but they have just 
three wins apiece. 

In the past 10 races, there 
have been nine different win- 
ners, with only Earnhardt re- 
peating. Richard Petty leads in 
all-time victories, as he does at 
many tracks, with 13. 


Earnhardt isn't exactlya 
short-track master He has just 
one other short-track victory, 
at Bristol, and 13 on super- 
speedways in his Cup career 

Still. it’s easy to understand 
Earnhardt’s optimism about a 
return to Richmond. 

“Tam excited,” he told re- 
porters in California last 
week. “I was hoping by this 
time we would have more wins 
than we do, but going back toa 
place where we have an oppor- 
tunity. ... [know we have a 
good-enough car, so we might 
be able to pull it off. It is a very 
good track for me, and I have a 
lot of fun racing there.” 

Jeff Gordon, back in the 
running for the Chase after 
missing the cut last year, is 
generally regarded as one of 
the best, if not tie best. short- 
track driver in Cup today. Of 
his 75 career victories, 15 have 
come on short tracks. even 
though there are just three on 
the current schedule. But 
Richmond isn’t one of his bet- 
ter tracks. Hewnas five victo-

“It is prob-

Petty family has rich history at Richmond 


Ruttmann and Geoff BodIne — wrecked 
with two laps to go. Because he was the 
first through the wreckage, he won. 

And there was Lee's victory in °53, 
which set the record for the fewest cars 
running at the finish at Richmond — 
one. 

Published accounts of the race indi- 
cate that the track, then a dirt surface, 
was extremely rough, which led to an av 
erage race speed of 45.535 mph. the slow- 
est ever 

“This was a fairgrounds race track. 
and they didn’t really know how to pre- 
pare the racing surface for a 4,000-pound 
car that bounced around and stuff," 
Richard Petty explained recently. “When 
we first started racing with my dad, you 
had to finish. He took a six-cylinder 
Plymouth and won a bunch of races. It 
wasn't because he outran anybody be- 
cause there was no way he was going to 
outrun a V-8 Oldsmobile, {butj he just 
kept running and running and running, 
and the wheels didn't fall off ours and 
they did off some of the rest of them.” 
Petty said his father, who died in 2000, 


was often conservative on the track, 
choosing to protect his equipment in an 
effort to earn a decent payday. 

“He was known as ‘Mr Consistency,’ ” 
Petty said. 

When Richard took over as the fami- 
ly’s top driver after his father’s injuries 
at Davtona in 1961, he was consistent, 
too. consistently out front and fast. 

One of his more memorable victories 
came at Richmond. 

“I got hit coming off the No. 4 corner, 
and I wound up halfway out of the race- 
track,’ he said. “The car was up on top 
of the yuardrail. The front end was 
headed back toward the track, but the 
back end was clean over the guardrail. 
When I got hit, it just jumped up there.” 

Lucky for him, there was a chain-link 
fence behind the guardrail. It acted like 
a springboard and catapulted his car 
back onto the track. 

“That fence just threw the car back on 
the racetrack,” he said. “I just grabbed 
second gear and kept going. I was clean 
out of the racetrack and still won the 
race.”

Some key storylines as the Cup Series heads to Richmond: 


Anybody’s game 

This weekend's race at Richmond International Raceway, the 
final run before the start of the 10-race Chase for the Nextel 
Cup, likely won't be the nail-biter it has been in the past. 

There won't be anyone moving from 14th position in points 
into the Chase with a dramatic race victory. as Jeremv 
Mayfield did in 2004. Only one driver outside the top 10, Kasey 
Kahne in 11th, has a chance of cracking into the elite group. 

The drama this weekend will be centered around Kahne, who 
earned the maximum 190 points at California Speedway on 
Sunday by winning the race and leading the most laps. 

If he continues his surge and makes up the 30 points he 
needs to get into the top 10, the big question becomes who will 
get knocked out. Mathematically, anyone from third-place 
Kevin Harvick to 10th-place Jeff Burton is vulnerable, and that 
group includes the sport's biggest stars — Dale Earnhardt Jr. 
Jeff Gordon and Tony Stewart. 

Points leader Matt Kenseth and Jimmie Johnson, who is in 
second, are the only two drivers guaranteed berths in the 10- 
race, season-ending run to the championship. 


Absent from the Chase 


There will be some familiar faces missing from the Chase for 
the Nextel Cup this year 

Three Roush Racing teams that made the Chase last year 
won't be back. Penske Racing won't have a representative, and 
Jeremy Mayfield, who made the cut the first two years, isn’t 
even racing full-time in Cup. 

Greg Biffle and Carl Edwards, who combined to win nine 
races last year and ended the season tied for second in the final 
sanding. hiffe was awanded-secund based on having sitt-vie- 
tories to Edwards’ three) have just one victory (Biffle at 
Darlington) between them. Both were mathematically eliminat- 
ed from the Chase at California. Jamie McMurray, who took 
over the 2004 championship-winning team from Kurt Busch, is 
winless and hasn't been higher than 16th in points all season. 
He’s now 17th. 

At Penske, Ryan Newman, who never has finished worse 
than seventh in the final standings, has struggled all season 
and is 16th in points. His new teammate, Kurt Busch, a two- 
time Chase participant, is 14th. 

Mayfield has been the biggest disappointment. An off-season 
crew swap at his Evernham Motorsports team wasn't to his lik 
ing, and he was fired after dropping out of the top 35 in owners’ 
points. 


Busch update 

With his runner-up finish in the Ameriquest 300 Busch 
Series race at California Speedway, Kevin Harvick has pushed 
his points lead to 567 over Carl Edwards and is making a good 
case for some sort of playoff system for NASCAR's No. 2 series. 

Harvick has dominated the Busch Series in nearly every as 
pect, leading the circuit with five victories, 17 top-five finishes 
and 24 top-10s. The only major category he doesn't lead is poles. 
where Denny Hamlin is tops with six. 

While 10 drivers will participate in the Nextel Cup circuit's 
much-anticipated Chase playoff, there's little interest in the 
Busch Serics title hunt. The top five positions are held by 
Nextel Cup regulars, but fifth-place J.J. Yeley is 836 points be- 
hind Harvick. Jason Leffler joined the top 10 at California, but 
he’s a whopping 1,455 points out of the lead with eight races re- 
maining. 


Rough road 


Bill Lester, the first African-American driver to compete ina 
Nextel Cup race in 20 years, failed to qualify at California 
Speedway last week and finds himself in a critical position in 
his career That's bad news for NASCAR's diversity eftort. 

Lester, a full-time Craftsman Truck 
Series driver for the past five seasons, has 
made two Cup starts this year, at Atlanta 
and Michigan, but doesn't have a plan in 
place for next season for the Cup or truck 
circuit. 

“It would certainly be great to have a pro- 
gram for 2007 finalized at this point, but 
that is simply not the case,” Lester said ina 
team news release. “We have been very for 
tunate so far this year with Waste 
Management’s sponsorship and Bill Davis 
Racing's support in the NASCAR Nextel Cup Series races, and 
ir our NASCAR Craftsman Truck Series program with BDR 
and Toyota, but we are still actively pursuing the right combi- 
nation that will allow me to compete in the NASCAR Nextel 
Cup Series in 2007. 

“At the moment. it is still up in the air.” 

He said he feels it’s important for NASCAR's future growth 
to have a diverse field of drivers. 

“The fact is that many new fans will appear when someone 
like me is racing week in and week out,” he said. “There may 
be younger minority drivers in the development pipeline some- 
where, but Iam here now and I'd like to stay for a while. At this 
point in time. to really consider the process a success. 1 need to 
be able to secure the support to race at the Nextel Cup level ona 
permanent basis.”

PLUTO 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. Tread that Pluto is no longer considered a planet. What 
caused Pluto to get demoted from “planet” status? 

Pluto is just plain too small. It is much smaller than 
even the least of the other planets (Mercury), and really 
tiny compared to the planet nearest to Pluto (Neptune). 
The diameter of Neptune is 30,248 miles, but Pluto’s di- 
ameter is only 1,430 miles. For comparison, both Venus 
and Earth have diameters around 4,000 miles. Pluto cer- 
tainly has less than 1/10 the mass of Earth, and that's a 
generous guess. The fact that Pluto is 3% billion miles 
away makes it tough to collect good data. 

Those numbers show that Pluto is really tiny by plane- 
tary standards. The sun really has four major planets, 
known as the gas giants: these are Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus 
and Neptune. Jupiter dominates the solar system; the 
mass of Jupiter alone is more than double the sum of all 
the’ -r planets. There are also four minor planets, closer 
tot: sun: Mercury, Venus, Earth and Mars. 

There are a lot of celestial objects. For example, the aster- 
oid belt is a collection of rocks between Mars and Jupiter 
that never coalesced into a planet. That was because both 
the Sun and Jupiter pulled so, strongly (in opposite direc- 
tions) that those rocks could never get together and accu- 
mulate. That gives you a clue of what's wrong with Pluto.

have names, such as Ceres. 

The asteroids mostly go around in a circular orbit, but 
Occasionally, due to collisions and interactions, one goes 
flying off in a different direction. It then travels around 
the solar system in an eccentric orbit. If one should hap- 
pen to cross Earth's orbit, at a time when Earth is in its 
Way, it will collide with Earth. We call that a meteor. If 
Earth is elsewhere in its orbit, then it's “nobody home” 
and we take no notice of the passing asteroid. 

Most of the planets have moons, which are objects that 
orbit that planet, not the sun. One advantage Pluto does 
have is that it orbits the sun. 

Out beyond Neptune, in the outer reaches of the solar 
system, there is another very large band of gas and dust 
and debris known as the Oort Cloud. Like the asteroid belt, 
the Oort Cloud contains a huge number of rocks of all 
different sizes. The gravitational forces between them 
were never enough to pull a lot of them together into a 
planet. 

However, some very big rocks did form by gravita- 
tional attractions ao smaller rocks, and that is essen- 
tially what Pluto is. There are thousands of similar objects 
way out there. Pluto is one that happened to go into an 
orbit of a very special kind: Pluto's path is an ellipse, and 
sometimes it is actually inside the orbit of Neptune. 

The way Pluto was discovered in the first place (circa 
1930) was because astronomers detected a variation in the 
orbit of Neptune, and reasoned that there must be a heavy 
object out there that was exerting a pull on Neptune. They 
calculated where such an object ought to be, and upon 
looking in the right place, an object was there. It was 
given the name Pluto. (Walt Disney named Mickey 
Mouse’s dog after Pluto a year or so later). 

With the passage of 70+ years and the discovery of 
countless celestial objects, people began wondering about 
the comparative importance of Pluto. The decision in Au- 
gust by the International Astronomical Union was not 
just a whimsical “vote him off the island” popularity con- 
test. It was a long time in coming. 

Astronomers convened and decided what the charac- 
teristics are that make something a planet: a) it orbits the 
sun, b) it is sufficiently massive that its own gravitational 
force can squeeze all the accumulating rocks together into 
a.sound ...ball;—aad—c).-it--must—have--“eleared—all—the

neighborhood around its orbit (that is, it picked up the 
trash, so to speak). That third criterion rules out all the 
occupants of the asteroid belt. Pluto flunks the second test 
~ it’s really just a huge irregular rock. 

One puzzle that tantalizes the astronomy community 
has to do with the Oort Cloud, which (calculations seem 
to indicate) may contain a very massive object. But it’s so 
far and so dark that space probes would have to travel to 
the Oort Cloud to fmd out anything. NASA has repeat- 
edly decided it has better places to put its resources. Nev- 
ertheless, the future day could come when a new object is 
promoted to the status of planet # 9. 


Q. I read with great interest the article this past week on 
cellulosic ethanol. On the other hand, many years ago "wood 
alcohol" was very popular as a fuel. With all of the forests 
here. in Garvett, County it would seem to me that. would be a 
way to go. Can the wood alcohol industry be restarted here. in 
Garrett. County? CNH, McHenry 

It's all a matter of economics. Wood is most often used 
for paper, and that's good economic value —- you WANT 
the cellulose itself (at a paper mill), and don't want to 
break it down into alcohol. Agricultural waste like 
branches and leaves and so forth have no value in them- 
selves, and hence are candidates for the biomass refinery. 
At the refinery, you can make a lot of different hydrocar- 
bon chemicals, including methanol or ethanol (wood al- 
cohol = methanol). But the economics again work out to 
create a preference for ethanol. 

I could easily see a bio-refinery coming to Garrett 
County some day.

Diggity Dog 


el have a 12-year-old cocker 

e spaniel. “Sam” is the only dog 
I’ve owned in 65 years that will dig a 
small hole in the grass — I presume, 
so he can sit in it. | am constantly 
replacing the topsou im my_yard, 
Why does he do this? He’s also the 
only dog I’ve known to get warts. — 
Jo F., Denver 


e Why docs he do this? No one 
e knows, exactly. Many dogs — 
most, really — instinctively dig. 
Some, like certain breeds of terrier, 
were bred specifically to dig for 
rodents. Others just like to kick up the 
dirt and roll around, or bury a favorite 
bone. 
It’s unlikely that you will be able to 
completely stop Sam's digging, nor 
would you want to — it’s fun and nat- 
ural. But replacing topsoil is absolute- 
ly no fun, so a compromise is in order. 
How about setting aside a few feet of 
space in the yard just for Sam to dig 
in? If you're worried about damage 
around a fenced area, perhaps filling a 
raised bed with packed soil will do. To 
get him to use it, bury treats and toys 
throughout the area for him to find, 
and accompany him on all his forays 
outside to guide him away from dig- 
ging at the grass and toward the dig 
area. 
_ The warts are another issue. First, 
they may not really be warts; they 
could be lipomas (small masses just 
under the skin) or sebaceous cysts 
caused by plugged oil glands. All of 
these are seen more commonly in old- 
er cocker spaniels than in other 
breeds. They should be checked out by 
your pet's veterinarian, who may have 
a tissue biopsy done to make sure they 
are benign. If the bumps or warts 
cause itching or discomfort, the vet 
can treat these symptoms.

Woman Jailed 
For Drugs Seized 
After Traffic Stop 


District Court Judge 
Ralph Burnett handed Sally 
Enora Mayberry, 26, Boyce, 
Va., a six-month jail term 
with four months and 26 
days suspended, two years 
of supervised probation, a 
$1,000 fine, and 60 hours of 
community service for pos- 
session of a controlled dan- 
gerous substance (CDS) not 
Marijuana, according to 
court records. 

A Garrett County sher- 
iff's deputy pulled Mayberry 
over at the Susquehanna 
Bank in Oakland for a traf. 
fic violation and detected an 
odor of marijuana and alco- 
hol coming from the car. 

According to the court 
records, deputies conduct- 
ed a probable cause search 
of the vehicle and seized 
various known drugs and 
unknown substances that 
were laboratory tested and 


identified as marijuana, 
hashish, THC, brownies 
laced with psilocybin 
(mushrooms), crystal me- 


thamphetamine, ecstasy, a 
clear glass vial with a liquid 
opiate containing traces of 
heroin (purple), codeine 
(blue), and morphine 
(black), and two Phenegram 
pills and two Zoloft pills. 
The. ccurt records also 
indicated that a number of 
drug related paraphernalia 
were found and seized from 
the vehicle, including smok- 
ing pipes, rolling papers, 
needles, metal pliers, and

spoons burned on the bot- 
tom 

The district attorney did 
not prosecute Mayberry for 
five counts of CDS posses- 
sion of paraphernalia, for 
two counts of CDS not 
marijuana, for one count of 


CDS distribution of para- 
phernalia, one count of 
CDS possession with the 
intent to distribute, and 
common nuisance distribu- 
tion CDS. 

In other court news, 
Judge Burnett handed Mark 
Lewnes, 46, Swanton, two 
three-month jail terms (with 
One month suspended on 
each term) for charges of 
first- and second-degree 
assault. According to court 
records, Burnett first heard 
the case on Monday Aug. 
21., and agreed to suspend 
his ruling for a week to al- 
low the defendant to make 
restitution to the victim for 
destruction of property val- 
ued at less than $500. 

Lewnes had __ originally 
been charged in July with 
first-degree = and second- 
degree assault and destruc- 
tion of property valued at 
less than $500 for kicking a 
man in the head, hitting 
him with a chair and break- 
ing his left arm, and break- 
ing his $106 pair of sun- 
glasses. 

When Lewnes failed to 
make restitution to the vic- 
date, Burnett imposed 
new ruling in the caso, giv- 
ing Lewnes the two ail 
terms, one year of super- 
vised probation, and a fine 
of $672.40.

Questions for Sheriff 


1. What do you think is the biggest public 
safety problem confronting Garrett Conaty law 
enforcement today and how would you address 
this problem? 


Berkebile: Our greatest public safety issue is 
drugs. Illegal substances ruin lives and detract 
from our que of life. Crimes such as theft and 
even murder often connect to drugs. Keys to con- 
trol are education through community involve- 
ment and presence of Sheriff’s Office personnel 
within schools, demonstrated by our WINNERS 
Program, and strict enforcement as demonstrated 
by our Narcotics Task Force. 

Gnegy: Distribution and use of illicit drugs in- 
duces the commission of other crimes including 
assaults, thefts, burglaries and family violence. 
To stop the use of drugs, we need to interrupt 
the flow from the source and focus upon those 
bringing drugs into our communities. This can 
be accomplished through clandestine operations, 
use of informants and coordination with state 
and federal agencies. 

Tichnell: Abuse of drugs and alcohol are 
a problem in themselves but can also lead to 
other serious crimes. Law enforcement, through 
cooperative efforts, must aggressively enforce 
drag iaws and peclicize arrests to make poten- 
tial offenders and the public aware arrests are 
being made. Efforts should be made to ensure 
offenders will receive treatment or incarcerated 
whichever is appropriate. 


2. Where do you think the Detention Center 
should be located and why? 


Berkebile: We need a new detention center, 
the Oakland County Roads Garage location is 
a good one. The State has approved the loca- 
tion and design and committed to funding 9 
beds 100% the remaining 81 beds at 50%. The 
detention center will prove to be quieter, more 
aesthetically pleasing than the current roads ga- 
rage. Changing course now would waste taxpayer 
money. 

Gnegy: The jail needs to be situated near Oak 
land wrere ail service providers for inmates are 
located. The Oakland County Roads site is ac- 
ceptable, as would be any alternative site within 
relevant distance from Oakland. The site must 
be large enough to house the jail and Sheriff's 
Office. The site under consideration is county 
owned and the most appropriate site studied 

Tichnell: | believe the detention center should 
be located in a rural area away form any residen- 
tial areas. A complex built near an industrial site 
would serve best, as a facility of this type would 
blend in more with its surroundings. A multi- 
complex facility housing the Sheriff’s Office, 
Emergency Management and the Court systems 
would be optimal.

Beard: The increases in expenditures were in 
part the result of planned capital projects using 
dedicated funds from other FY: budgets. It is 
necessary to plan ahead for capital projects. 

The operating budget has remained reasonably 
constant. We look for the most effective and effi- 
cient use of taxpayer dollars without having to go 
to the bond market and incur unwanted debt. 

Glotfelty: I am committed to providing a 
controlled budget and providing lower taxes bills 
to Garrett County.

School buses are on the roads again. Maple leaves are 
starting to show autumn color. Wildflowers such as pur- 
ple ironweeds and yellow goldenrods are in full bloom, 
Allergy sufferers are sniffling, sneezing, and feeling pretty 
miserable. It must be early September in Garrett County, 

Hay fever symptoms are so bad this time of year that 
for many folks just the sight of goldenrod seems to make 
their eyes tear harder. It's unfortunate that our native 
goldenrods have been made the scapegoat for the fall al- 
lergy season. The pollen from goldenrod is so heavy and 
sticky that it can only be moved by insects, not the wind. 
The real culprit is actually another native plant, but one 
that’s far less showy. Since it blooms at the same time as 
the bright yellow goldenrods they always take the blame. 
Scan your landscape more closely and you'll quickly lo- 
cate the real culprit, common ragweed, Ambrosia artemisi- 
ifolta. 

Common ragweed 1s a member of the daisy or compo- 
sitae family of plants. It's generally found in waste areas, 
meadows, cultivated areas, and along roads. Its close rela- 
tive giant ragweed, Ambrosia trifida, also causes hay fever, 
but prefers areas with moister soils. Common ragweed is 
an annual plant that typically grows up to 3' in height, but 
is reported to reach heights over 6". Common ragweed has 
greenish, inconspicuous flowers, but very distinctive, di- 
vided leaves that appear almost fern-like. The leaves are

Court documents _indi- 


cated that Hauris and Foster 
were passengers in a car 
that was pulled over by 
sheriff's deputy for a traffic 
violation in April. A drug 
detection unit was called to 
the scene, and K-9 Bach, a 
certified drug detection ca- 
nine, gave a positive alert to 


the presence of drugs. Mari- 
Juana, a metal marijuana 
grinder, and smoking pipes 
were discovered in the vehi- 
cle. 

John Earl Raley Jr., 49, 
Frostburg, was handed stet 
rulings for failure to per- 
form a contract, acting as a 
contractor without a license, 
and theft of $500-plus in 
value, according to court 
records. 

The defendant entered 
into a contract and agreed 
to build a fence for the com- 
plainant and was given 
$1,500 down payment. Ac- 
cording to court records, the 
defendant failed to perform 
the contract or reimburse 
the money. The defendant 
was ordered not to engage 
in similar behavior. 

Edward Clay Villareal, 
54, Grantsviile, received a 
stet ruling from Judge Bur- 
nett for disorderly conduct 
in an incident that occurred 
in Friendsville in March. 

Villareal snatched a bot- 
tle of prescription medica- 
tion from the victim's hand 
and then ran from the Sugar 
Shack Bar. The police later 
found Villareal at the bar 
highly intoxicated and abu- 
sive and charged him with 
disorderly conduct and mis- 
demeanor theft. 

According to court re- 
cords, the following cases 
were not prosecuted by the 
district attorney’s office. 

David JI Wilt 48 
Grantsville, was not prose- 
cuted for first-degree bur- 
glary, two counts of first- 
degree assault, two counts 
of second-degree assault, 
and two counts ofi reckless 
endangerment. 

All the charges stemmed 
from an incident that oc- 
curred on Amish Road in 
March in which the defen- 
dant allegedly hit the victim 
in the face, kicked him, then

Students in elementary 
schools in Garrett County 
will be given the opportu- 
nity to participate in a vol- 
unteer FluMist™ program 
this year that will inoculate 
them against influenza, ac- 
cording to Rodney Glotfelty, 
health officer with the Gar- 
rett County Health Depart- 
ment. 

“Influenza is a serious dis- 
ease and it results in nearly 
36,000 deaths in the United 
States each year,” said Glot- 
felty. “It's also serious in 
children and results in high 
fevers, chills, and muscle 
aches, requiring bed rest and 
numerous_days.away.from 
school.” 

The project is being co- 
ordinated by the Maryland 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene and funded 
jointly by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, the flu vaccine manv- 
facturer Medimmune, and 
the Governor's Office. Funds 
are only being provided for a 
pilot project this year. 

FluMist™ is an intranasal 
inoculation, and no needles 
are involved. Glotfelty added 
that this is 87% effective, and 
some studies even say the ef- 
fectiveness is 92%.

be supported through the 
Master Plan, according to 
Dr. Brenda McCartney, as- 
sistant superintendent. 

The MSA (Maryland 
State Assessment) results 
showed a significant increase 
for all students scoring pro- 
ficient, especially in the spe- 
cial education area, said 
McCartney. She added that 
no elementary or middle 
school was identified as a 
“school in need of improve- 
ment” or as “in need of local 
attention. 

McCartney discussed the 
proficiency percentage point 
gain from 2005 to 2006, 
which highlighted the sig- 
nificant increases in special 
education. In elementary 
reading, the point gain was 
15.4, and in math it was 
15.3. For special education 
students in middle school, 
the increase for reading was 
13.9 and 20.5 for math. 

Part of the Master Plan is 
to define strategies that sup- 
port school improvement. 
Some of the major strategies 
to support improvement on 
the MSA for 2006-2007 are 
to align instructional time-

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Absentee Republican Ballots Needed 
To Determine Who Will Be Sheriff 


All but a few races in 
Garrett County's primary 
election have been decided; 
however, some races were 
just too close to declare a 
winner after polls closed 
Tuesday evening. The more 
than 240 yet-to-be-counted 
Republican absentee ballots 
are needed to determine 
who will be Garrett Coun- 
ty’s new sheriff and make 
up the Republican Central 
Committee. 

All together, there are 
about 308 absentee ballots. 
The local election board 
began counting those all- 
important votes this morn- 
ing at about 11:30 a.m. Di- 
rector Steve Fratz said the 
results will not be known 
until around 2 p.m. today. 
Additionally, provisional 
ballots will be counted on 
Monday and military ballots 
on Wednesday Ballots will 
also need to be verified next 
Wednesday, Fratz noted. All 
of the following numbers, 
therefore, are “unofficial.” 

Of the 16,028 registered 
voters, only 6,278, or 39.1 
percent, cast ballots, accord- 
ing to the election board. 

In the county sheriff's 
race, Maj. Gary Berkebile 
was only seven votes ahead 
of Capt. Larry Gnegy on 
Tuesday. Not accounting ab- 
sentee ballots, Berkebile re- 
ceived 2,085; Gnegy 2,078; 
and former chief deputy 
Harland Tichnell, 632. All

Ten candidates 
vied for seven openings on 
the committee, and only 33 
votes separate the unofficial 
seventh and eighth place 
finishers. Arzella Parsons 
received 2,661 votes; Mi- 
chael Bittinger, 2,462; Ruth 
Umbel, 2,337; Bea Crosco, 
2,152; Sheila O'Neill, 2,151; 
Brandon Butler, 1,772; Ed- 
ward Clemons, 1,471; Ann 
Rebele, 1,438; Jeffery Con- 
ner, 1,246; and Thomas 
Sheahen, 1,177. 

Absentee ballots may 
play a role in deciding the 
winner of the Republican 
nomination for the House 
of Delegates 1A. After the 
polls closed on Tuesday, 
Wendell Beitzel was ahead 
of Jay Moyer by 309 votes. 
In order to win the election, 
therefore, Moyer will prob- 
ably have to have all 244 
Republican absentee votes 
from Garrett County, plus 
more than 65 absentee votes 
from the Georges Creek 'pre- 
cincts in Allegany County.

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Owners Of Meadow Park Double 
Sales Tax; Expect Renters To Pay 


_The Garrett County com- 
missioners in May enacted 
Resolution 2006-9, a Mobile 
Home Park Campground 
Tax Ordinance that has 
some Garrett residents ask- 
ing questions. 

Roberta Robertson, a 
senior citizen, received a 
letter from Norino Proper- 
ties LLC, the owner and 
landlord of Meadow Park, a 
mobile home park in Acci- 
dent, informing her, 
"Garrett County has im- 
posed a new sales tax on 
your rent." 

Robertson, a Grantsville 
resident, had signed a year's 
lease agreement 
Norino Properties on July 
24 to rent 205 Teaberry 
Lane for her granddaughter, 
Brooke Wilson, and Wil- 
son's fiancé, Nicholas Far- 
ley, who were in the process 
of relocating to Garrett 
County from Boston. 

James M. Parks, the 
property manager, said in 
his letter to Robertson, "The 
Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners passed reso- 
lution 2006-9 that requires 
us (Norino Properties) to 
collect a 15 percent sales tax 
from you, in addition to 
your monthly rent. This tax 

—was~ imposed effective-May 
1, 2006, which means we 
were supposed to start col- 
lecting it along with your 
May, June, July, and Au- 
gust rent." 

According to Robertson, 
she had terminated a previ- 
ous lease that she had 
signed for her daughter, 
Jennifer Robertson, before 
resigning the new lease in 
July for her granddaughter. 

Parks went on to say in 
the letter dated August 16, 
“The new law means that 
you must now pay us 
$517.50 per month, $450 for 
the rent and $67.50 (per 
month) for this new tax." 

This new amount of 
$517.50 was due beginning 
in September, he wrote. He 
also stated in the letter that 
because the tax was im- 
posed as of May 1, 2006, 
"We must collect from you 
$270 in sales tax (for 
Robertson's previous lease) 
for the months of May, 
June, July, and August." 

He ended, the letter by 
Stating that if the renters 
had any questions regarding 
this matter they could call 
the county commissioners’ 
Office. 

"I was stunned by the 
letter," said Robertson. "I 


with' 


was never made aware of 
this new tax when I was 
negotiating my new lease in 
July. I would never have 
signed the lease had | 
known of this new tax," she 
added. 

As Robertson prepares to 
fight Norino Properties in 
court if necessary, she said 
that she had more questions 
than answers. "Why would 
the Garrett County commis- 
sioners institute such a tax? 
They must be aware that the 
owners of campgrounds and 
mobile home parks will pass 
this tax on to their renters, 
the people in Garrett 
County that can least afford 
it,” she said. 

On the other side, she 
wonders whether Norino 
Properties has the legal au- 
thority to impose such a tax 
after she already signed a 
new lease agreement. 

"Is Norino Properties 
going to collect this new 
sales tax from everyone go- 
ing back to May? What of 
people who left at the end of 
May? Or June? Or July? 
Will Norino Properties 
track them down and claim 
they are owed for a back 
sales tax? Are other people 
in Meadow Park also pay- 
ing this tax?" she asked>— 

"I want to know why the 
county commissioners lev- 
ied this new tax; what was 
their motive?” Robertson 
said. "It seems to me that 
this situation borders on the 
idea of taxation without 
representation, an idea most 
Americans should be famil- 
iar with,” she added. 

When Robertson = ap- 
proached the county com- 
missioners’ office, she was 
referred to Pat Kelly, super- 
visor of licensing and en- 
forcement for the Garrett 
County Office of Planning 
and Development. Kelly 
stated that Resolution 2006- 
9 did not institute a "new" 
tax on mobile home parks; 
it affected campgrounds 
only. 

In speaking with Kelly 
and reviewing the 1971 
Automobile Trailer Camp 
Tax and the 2006 Mobile 
Home Park Campground 
Tax Ordinance, it became 
clear that a 15 percent sales 
tax had been previously 
established, as of June | 
1971, on mobile homes and 
trailers. The county re- 
pealed this 1971 ordinance 
when it enacted, by resolu- 
tion 2006-9, a tax consistent 
with the provisions of the

According to this under-

GC Health Dept. 
Confirms More 
Rabies Cases 


Environmental Health 
Services of the Garrett 
County Health Department 
has announced the ninth 
and tenth cases of labora- 
tory confirmed rabies for 
the county for 2006. Both 
cases occurred on Sept. 5, 
and involved dogs and rac- 
coons. 

The raccoons were sent 
to the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene Laboratory in Bal- 
timore last Wednesday and 
were confirmed to have the 
rabies virus on Thursday, 
Sept. 7. 

The first case, located in 
the King Wildesen Road 
area off Gorman Road, oc- 
curred when a raccoon 
fought and was killed by a 
currently vaccinated dog. 
Upon receipt of the positive 
results, the dog received a 
rabies booster and will be 
closely watched for 45 days. 
There was no human expo- 
sure in this case, according 
to the Health Department. 

The second case took 
place within the town limits 
of Deer Park and involved a 
dog, the raccoon, and a 
neighbor of the dog's owner. 
The neighbor observed the 
dog fighting with a raccoon 
and killed the raccoon. The 
dog, in this case, was not 
currently vaccinated against 
rabies and will be placed in 
double-secured strict isola- 
tion for six months. 

"This is the only other 
option other than euthana- 
sia when non-vaccinated 
animals are exposed to labo- 
ratory confirmed rabid ani- 
mals," said a Health Depart- 
ment spokesperson. "When 
a pet is placed in the six- 
month quarantine, there are

the animal's confinement 
and care. The area must be 
doubly secure, and gener- 
ally one person is desig- 
nated to care for the pet. 
That person is highly en- 
couraged to receive pre- 


exposure rabies shots. In 
this case, since this dog ap- 
peared to have received a 
rabies shot in the past, it 
will be given a shot at the 
beginning of the quarantine 
to help boost the immune 
system. To assure its con- 
finement and health, the 
dog will be checked periodi- 
calty ‘by personnel -fronrin 
vironmental Health  Ser- 
vices." 

This latest case reinforces 
the need for pet owners to 
check the vaccination status 
of their dogs, cats, and fer- 
rets against rabies to make 
sure that it is current, added 
the spokesperson. _ The 
Health Department is spon- 
soring the last round of low 
cost rabies clinics for 2006. 
They will be held from Sept. 
25 to Sept. 30. Clinics will 
be held at  Grantsville, 
Swanton, Crellin, Friends- 
ville, Kitzmiller, and Oak- 
land. The cost per animal is 
$5. 

Maryland law requires 
all puppies, kittens, and fer- 
rets 4 months of age and

A Salisbury, Pa., man 
was sentenced in Garrett 


} County Circuit Court on 


Monday for a first-degree 
burglary charge. Judge Jim 
Sherbin sentenced David 
Henry Bender, 33, to three 
years in the Division of Cor- 
rections.

I have never done that before — I usually re- 
member everything to a tee, and amaze my husband, who 
claims not to remember anything, ever. But if anyone has 
been scrutinizing my series of days in this column, an er- 
ror might be evident. Basically, I said we went to Animal 
Kingdom on Friday. We didn't. That was a lie. An inad- 
vertent one, but a lie. I just finished with the Magic King- 
dom last week, and we have Epcot to go, and then, I won- 
dered, what the heck did we do on Monday, our last day? 
Holy cow. That was Animal Kingdom! I'm losing my 
grip, I tell ya. But you know what that means? We're on 
the last day of the trip, basically! So we're almost finished! 
"And there was great rejoicing...” 

So it was Sunday, and we were offito Epcot. I think. (I 
just don't trust my memory anymore.) Epcot has the un- 
fortunate reputation of being the most boring of all the 
Disney parks. I have to disagree. There are things at 
Epcot that are no less amazing and "wowing" (is that an 
adjective?) than any attraction in the whole complex. 
However, I do admit that the place is stretched out a bit.

"Spider Man, 55-57; Spider Man, 55-57," Alex 
chanted over and over. At the Magic Kingdom, it was 
‘Peter Pan, 22-25; Peter Pan, 22-25." His brothers shouted 
for him to shut up, and I shouted at them not to say “shut 
up.” But Alex chanted on with determination, scowling at 
his brothers. They held their ears, fussed, and attempted 
to hit him. Finally he stopped. But who did we ask at the 

end of each day where our car was? All that chanting paid 
off every time.. Alex can still tell you where we parked, 
and I still remember, too, thanks to all his hard work. 
Everyone has a gift, I guess... 

Perhaps people think Epcot is dull because it's all about 
learning. Oh, horrors! Learning! But it's not boring, and it 
is educational — fun and education can indeed co-exist, 
and who can do that better than Disney? So we traveled 
through the fascinating Spaceship Earth (i.e., the big ole’ 
golf ball), watched the hilarious Ellen DeGeneres and Bill 
Nye the Science Guy take us through the journey of dino- 
saurs, and went on an absolutely amazing spaceship ride 
to Mars. That was something else! It was very much like 
being in the space shuttle when it takes off. There are even 
barf bags available! Cool! One woman in front of us, after 
standing in line for at least 35 minutes, opted out at the 
last second, falling victim to the ever-increasingly intense 
waming signs: "If you are claustrophobic, don't do this 
ride! For heaven's sake, are you nuts? GET OUT OF THE 
LINE! The boys, who are all a bit impatient by nature, 
were astonished that after all that waiting, she actually 
would get out of line.

Screening Prg. 
Helps Detect 
Cancer Early 


The Breast and Cervical 
Cancer Screening Program 
(BCCP) at the Garrett 
County Health Department 
has helped detect and treat 
cancer and pre-cancer in 31 
Garrett County women 
since 2001, said a spokes 
person. Each year the pro- 
gram has helped an average 
of 400 women receive their 
annual breast and cervical 
cancer screening services at 
no cost to them. That’s a 
total of about 5,600 screen- 
ing opportunities for the 
women of Garrett County 
Since its beginning in 1992. 

“I probably owe my life 
to this program,” said Ma- 
donna Pool, a breast cancer 
survivor. “This program 
helped me follow up after a 
cancer diagnosis. I urge eve- 
ryone to go for their doctor- 
recommended screening —- 
One time a year for cancer 
screening is_a.minimum._It 
is imperative to both the 
quality and quantity of life. 
Don’t wait - make the date. 
Never put off cancer screen- 
ing because you may not get 
the chance later." 

"The success of the can- 
cer screening programs here 
in Garrett County is due to 
the great cooperation with 
almost all primary care phy- 
sicians, surgeons, physi- 
Cian’s assistants, nurse prac- 
titioners, and radiology de- 
partments located through- 
out the county and even in- 
to Allegany County, Penn- 
sylvania, and West Vir- 
ginia," said Dr. William 
Pope, Garrett County dep- 
uty health officer. 

The program assists Gar- 
rett County women ages 40- 
64 with no insurance, or 
with insurance that does not 
cover the screening tests, 
and whose income meets 
specific guidelines. BCCP 
pays for each woman to see 
her primary care provider 
for a clinical breast exam 
and Pap test if indicated. 
After seeing the physician, 
the woman has her mam- 
mogram. If further testing is 
needed, such as breast ultra- 
sound, fine needle aspira- 
tion, biopsy, or colposcopy, 
she is enrolled in the Mary- 
land Diagnosis and Treat- 
ment Program for these ser- 
vices. Once a woman is en- 
rolled in the program, she 
receives a follow-up call 
every year from the GCHD 
BCCP staff. 

The annual screening is a 
way to detect cancer at its 
earliest stages when it is 
most curable. According to 
a recent study, almost all 
deaths from cervical cancer 
and up to 38% of deaths 
from breast cancer in 
women = are_ preventable

for early detection followed 
by treatment. In most cases, 
the earlier breast cancer is 
detected and treated, the 
better the survival rate. Sta- 
tistics show that when 
breast cancer is diagnosed at 
a local (very early) stage, 
the 5-year survival rate is 
98%, but when breast can- 
cer is diagnosed after it has 
spread, the 5-year survival 
rate decreases to 26%. 

The Breast and Cervical 
Cancer Screening Program 
is funded through grants 
from the National Breast 
and Cervical Cancer Early 
Detection Program adminis- 
tered by the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Preven- 
tion.

tained within Deep Creek 
Lake or go over the emer- 
gency spillway. Coffer dams 
have been used very suc- 
cessfully thousands of times 
over the years. The classic 
example here at Deep Creek 
was over 20 years ago dur- 
ing the construction of the 
two bridge piers for the new 
Route 219 state highway 
bridge. 
Incorporating the use of 
a coffer dam - in lieu of 
drawing down the lake - 
will also preserve the water 
in Deep Creek Lake for 
those boaters, recreational- 
ists, fishermen, and others 
who wish to enjoy the late 
fall and winter period on the 
lake. Drawing down the 
lake could also have severe 
consequences if there is a 
shortage of rainfall and/or 
snowfall this coming winter. 
Coffer dams have been used 
extensively for purposes of 
this nature and are a better 
solution to the needs of 
Brookfield Power Company 
and those that enjoy the 
waters of Deep Creek Lake.

"We want to continue 
what we've been doing be- 
cause it has been giving us 
good success,” said Mc- 
Cartney. 

Another goal of the Mas- 
ter Plan is that all Core Aca- 
demic Subject classes will 
be taught by highly quali- 
fied teachers.

The High School Assess- 
ment (HSA) results have 
also showed improvement. 
For the biology HSA, 
72.2% passed the test, com- 
pared to 58.6% in 2005. A 
significant increase was also 
seen in the algebra/data 
analysis test, with 75.3% 
passing, compared to 58.9% 
the year before. The govern- 
ment results were not as 
significant, but did increase, 
McCartney noted. In 2006, 
it was 73.8%, and it was 
73.1% in 2005. 

The SAT and ACT test 
scores were also explained 
to the board members by 
Dr. Pat Mullinix, coordina- 
tor of research, evaluation, 
and information. 

She explained that the 
national scores for the SAT 
were down in 2006, and this 
test is much different from 
the previous test because it 
now incorporates a writing 
coniponent. Garrett County 
students ‘scored a mean 
score of 497 in reading, 508 
in math, and 492 in writing. 
The state mean scores were 
503 in reading, 509 in math, 
and 499 in writing. She 
added that the top score 
possible is 800, and most 
schools tend to look at 
scores around 500. 

The ACT results showed 
a slight increase across the 
board. Mullinix added that 
many students do not take 
this test, although most do 
very well on it. The mean 
composite score was 21.4, 
with the nation's composite 
at 21.1 and the state's at 
21.4. The top composite 
score on this test is 36.

Dale, it's doubly hard for Little Scallop and her friends to 
listen to the grown-ups. There's adventure to be had, and 
they don't want to miss it. 

Little Scallop, Princess of the Mollusk tribe, is very 
envious of her bigger brothers. They get to spy on the Pi- 
rates on the other side of Mollusk Island. They have ad- 
ventures. Little Scallop is only allowed to play in the cove 
with the mermaids, and while that's a lot of fun, it's not 
very adventurous.

Maryland's median, or 
the point at which half the 
household incomes were 
higher and half were lower, 
was $61,592 in 2005, up 
from $57,424 the year be- 
fore. New Jersey's median 
was higher and Connecti- 
cut's was lower, but the dif- 
ferences between the three 
were all within the surveys’ 
margins of error, making 
them statistically insignifi- 
cant. 


After adjusting for infla- 
tion, Maryland's median 
household income increased 
3.8 percent, but that number 
is imprecise because of a 
large difference in sample 
sizes between the 2005 sur- 
_vey, and, surveys. from_years 
past. Previous surveys did 
not sample every county in 
Maryland, said Ed Walnick, 
chief of the Census Bureau's 
Income Surveys  depart- 
ment. 

Maryland did see real 
household income growth 
in 2005, said Maryland De- 
partment of Planning 
economist Mark Goldstein, 
although the change in sam- 
pling might have skewed 
the dollar amount. 

"If you look at other 
measures of growth in 
Maryland, job growth, you 
could come to a conclusion 
like that,” Goldstein said,

said. Its proximity to the 
federal government in 
Washington, which makes 
it a leading recipient of 
pricey federal contracts is 
another contributing factor. 
And finally, Goldstein said, 
last year's increase in federal 
spending probably contrib- 
uted to Maryland's rise in 
household income. 

"I think the pie is increas- 
ing,” he said, ". . . and 
Maryland is getting _ its 
share." 

A few Maryland counties 
made the top 10 for median 
household income _nation- 
wide. At $91,184, Howard 
County's median income 
ranked third among coun- 
ties and independent cities 
with populations over 
250,000. Montgomery 
County's $82,187 median 
ranked sixth. 

"We have been at the 
top, or near the top, for dec- 
ades, so this is not a surpris- 
ing place to find ourselves," 
said_Richard_ Story, chief 
executive officer of the 
Howard County Economic 
Development Authority. 

Howard County's top- 
ranked school system, busi- 
ness climate and advanta- 
geous location between the 
urban centers of Baltimore 
and Washington, have been 
major contributors to the 
area's prosperity, Story said. 

Montgomery County's 
proximity to Washington 
has always helped its econ- 
omy, but recently the 
county has been making it 
on its own, said Joe 
Shapiro, county economic 
development department 
spokesman. The percentage 
of residents employed by 
the federal government has 
gone down, the county's 
technology industry is grow- 
ing and areas like Silver 
Spring have been revital- 
ized. 

"If you look back 25 
years, the dominant factor 
for Montgomery County 
employment, and existence 
really, was the federal gov- 
ernment, and that has, par- 
ticularly over the last 12 
years, changed," Shapiro 
said. 

Maryland's fiscal picture 
is not all green. The city of 
Baltimore, by contrast, had 


the seventh-lowest median 
household income in the 
country, dropping to 
$32,456. Baltimore residents 
have lower education levels 
than Maryland counties 
with the highest income, 
which could account in part 
for the difference in income 
levels, Goldstein said. 
Calvert County had the 
third-highest income of 
counties between 65,000 
and 249,999 in population. 


Carroll County was not in ° 


the top 10 but had the 
eighth-lowest poverty rate, 
at 3.1 percent. 

"Calvert County's kind of 
up-and-coming, kind of last 
frontier of southern Mary- 
land,” said the county's Eco- 
nomic Development Direc- 
tor Linda Vassallo. "I'm not 
surprised, I'm really not 
surprised. I mean, we've 
been tracking in this direc- 
tion for a while."

Misplaced’ electronic 
cards, untrained poll judges, 
and malfunctioning new 
computers helped make a 
mess of Tuesday's primaries 
in two of the state's largest 
jurisdictions. Officials spent 
much of Wednesday trying 
to sort out what happened, 
how to correct it and whom 
to blame. 

In Montgomery County, 
where some polls opened 
more than three hours late 
because new voting ma- 
chines would not work 
without electronic cards 
that were not delivered, 
County Executive Doug 
Duncan demanded that 
Gov. Robert L. Ehrlich fire 
the county's two top elec- 
tion officials. 

In Baltimore, where 
ynany polling places opened 
several hours late because 
election judges failed to ar- 
rive, a spokesman for 
Mayor Martin O'Malley, 
Ehrlich's opponent in the 
November election, said the 
mess was due to the gover- 
nor's “lack of oversight" and 
"incompetence." He called 
the election "a national em- 
barrassment for Maryland." 
* For his part, Ehrlich 
blamed the Democrat- 
controlled state Senate for 
forcing the state to adopt 
complicated new machines 
without proper training. 

"The overarching prob- 
dem was that local election 
boards were required to 
amplement a new, highly 
<omplex voting technology 
‘without sufficient time or 
straining," said Henry Fa- 
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Politicians Point Fingers As 
Officials Sort Out Voting Mess 


well, Ehrlich's spokesman, 

Officials of both the local 
board of election and’ the 
State attorney general's of. 
fice said they would investi- 
gate the problems in hopes 
Of correcting them by No- 
vember, But that. gave little 
solace to candidates who as 
late as Wednesday morning 
still did not know whether 
they had won or not be- 
cause of the slow returns 
from Montgomery County 
and Baltimore, which be- 
tween them have about a 
quarter of the state's voters. 

"It was nothing more 
than rank ineptitude," said 
Montgomery County State's 
Attorney Douglas F. Gan- 
sler, who Tuesday won the 
Democratic nomination for 
attorney general. "The 
Montgomery County Board 
of Elections has one mis- 
sion ... and they blew it.” 

Polls in both Baltimore 
City and Montgomery 
County stayed open an ex- 
tra hour Tuesday to make 
up for the delays. In some 
cases, paper provisional 
ballots were handed out, 
and after they ran out voters 
had to endure long lines or 
leave. 

Duncan late Wednesday 
called on Ehrlich to fire 
Nancy Dacek, the chair of 
the board of elections, and 
demanded that the board 
fire Margaret Jurgensen, the 
director of the elections oft 
fice. 

Electronic errors in 
Montgomery County's new 
voting machines happened 
in part because the ma- 
chines there had never been 
field tested, said Dacek. The 
board received the machines

extraordinary opportunity 
for us," he said. He ex- 
plained that the program is 
planned to be done in one 
day, with teams of three or 
more at each school. 

Glotfelty said he hopes to 
get 50% of the students vac- 
cinated. "This is well suited 
for children, and is very ef- 
fective and safe. We are 
hoping the parents send in 
the paperwork so their child 
can participate,” he said. 

"With FluMist™ we 
have a very safe and effec- 
tive product that can be ad- 
ministered without the pain 
of a needle stick, making it 
much more acceptable to 
children," said Glotfelty. 
"School-based immuniza- 
tion can also protect other 
family members and reduce 
the spread of influenza in 
the community-at-large."

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After. 51 Years, Voters Give 
Schaefer A Stinging Defeat

Refusing to admit that 
his 51-year political career 
was over, William Donald 
Schaefer nevertheless con- 
ceded defeat to Montgom- 
ery County Delegate Peter 
Franchot Wednesday after 


capturing just 30 percent of 


the Democratic primary 
vote in his bid for a third 
term as state comptroller. 
With several of his sup- 
porters and staffers on hand 
for a press conference in 
Annapolis, the 84-year-old 
Schaefer said that "the best 
man won" and _ wished 
Franchot luck. With 96 per- 
cent of precincts reporting, 


Franchot's 36 percent of the 
vote narrowly topped Anne 
Arundel County Executive 
Janet S. Owens's 34 percent 
in an _upset_that was not _ 
decided until late Wednes- 
day morning when totals 
from Montgomery County 


were counted. 


Franchot, a resident of 
Takoma Park, will move on 
to the general election to 
face Anne M. McCarthy, 
the former University of 
Baltimore business school 
dean who captured the Re- 
publican nomination by 
garnering 43 percent of the 


vote in a four-way race. 


In other races at the top 
of the ticket, a second 
Montgomery County politi- 
cian, State's Attorney Doug- 
las F, Gansler, soundly de- 
feated former Baltimore 
City State's Attorney Stuart 
O. Simns in the contest to 
replace retiring Attorney 
General J. Joseph Curran, 


Jr. 


He will face Republican 
Scott L. Rolle, Frederick 
County state's attorney, in 
the general election. Rolle 
and McCarthy will join the 
Republican ticket headed by 
Gov. Robert L. Ehrlich and 
his running mate, Kristen 


Cox. 


Franchot and Gansler 
will run with Baltimore 
Mayor Martin O'Malley 
and his running mate, An- 
thony G. Brown, a delegate 
from Prince George's 
County, on the Democratic 
ticket. Neither Ehrlich nor 
O'Malley faced a serious 


primary challenge. 


The comptroller's race 
dominated political news 
over the summer, largely 
because of Schaefer's own 





erratic behavior and irrever- 
ent remarks, mostly directed 
at Owens. He called her 
"Mother Hubbard," made 
fun of her hair and sug- 
gested she was getting fat 
He then blamed her for 
starting name-calling. 

Franchot, trailing in the 
polls throughout the cam- 
paign, managed to stay out 
of the fray. "I just went right 
to the Democratic hase and 
said, ‘Please vote for me, 
because | share your values,’ 
and I always got a great 
response back," he was 
quoted as saying Wednes- 
day by the Associated Press. 

Franchot also _ linked 
both his opponents to Ehr- 
lich, and cast himself as the 
only true Democrat in the 
field. Owens, meanwhile, 
despite her lead in the polls, 
ran_a_low-licy.altimcs.io 
visible campaign until the 
very end, when Schacfer's 
continual baiting finally 
brought an angry response. 

The defeat of Schacter 
marks his first siice he cn- 
tered elective politics in 
1955 with a race for the Bal- 
timore City Council. His 
subsequent service as City 
Council President, _ four- 
term Baltimore mayor and 
two-term governor made 
him a political icon in the 
State and gave him virtually 
100 percent name recogni 
tion. 

But his stinging repudia- 
tion at the polls --he failed 
to get a third of the vote -- 
was a Clear messaye that he 
had stayed on the scene too 
long and that his colorful, 
unpredictable behavior had 
worn thin. 

Wednesday, Schacler 
said he had no regrets about 
his behavior.

Licorice Root Used for Many 
Conditions 


Licorice root is an herb that is grown in Greece, 
Turkey, and Asia. It is also known as licorice, sweet 
root, and Chinese licorice (gan zao). Historically, 
licorice root has been used to treat many conditions 
including upper respiratory infections, stomach 
ulcers, and sore throat. Licorice root is available in 
capsule, tablet, and liquid extract formulations. Many 
different doses have been used historically, however 
doses of licorice have not been evaluated thoroughly. 
Glycyrrhizin is sometimes removed from some 
tablet formulations. These tablets are known as DGL 
licorice tablets. Licorice root should not be used for 
longer than 4 to 6 weeks. The glycyrrhizin component 
of licorice may elevate blood pressure and cause 
water retention. People with heart disease or high 
blood pressure should not use licorice root. Women 
who are pregnant or breast feeding shou/d not use 
licorice root. Licorice may affect the activities of many 
prescription drugs, including digoxin, diuretics (fluid 
pills), and prednisone. Speak to your health care 
provider before using licorice root.

It is sadly ironic that 
almost all/of the major 
causes of death today are 
related to lifestyle or * 
behavior choices. A OS 
hundred years ago, most 
people died from infections 
or accidents, and there was 
little that most people could 
do to prevent their deaths. While infection still 
makes the list of the leading causes of death, the 
others are all related to lifestyle or behavior 
choices. According to the American Medical 
Association, the leading causes of death are related 
to the following: tobacco use, poor diet/physical 
inactivity, alcohol consumption, infection, toxic 
agents, motor vehicle accidents, firearms, sexual 
behavior, and illicit use of drugs. (JAMA, March 
10, 2004-Vol. 291, No. 10) And although we 
certainly can’t stave off death indefinitely, we can 
prolong our lives by doing some relatively simple 
things like not smoking, eating a balanced diet, 
exercising regularly, wearing seat belts, and not 
driving too fast, not engaging is risky sexual 
behaviors, and not using illicit drugs or consuming 
too much alcohol. This isn’t “rocket science,” and 
it isn't “breaking news” either Many of us too 
easily rationalize our unhealthy behavior, but the 
bottom line is really about being grateful to God for 
the precious gift of life and choosing a lifestyle that 
protects and enhances that gift. Are we good 
stewards of God's gift, or does our lifestyle reflec

The 
size of the price tag does not deter- 
mine quelity. — Ron in West Virginie 

DEAR RON: Thank you for making 
an important statement. Buying pets 
impulsively at any price — whether a 
cut-rate pup or a thousand dollar-phis 
designer dog — can have terrible con- 
sequences for both the new owner and 
the pet. 

Always take your time when decid- 
ing to bring a new dog — or any pet — 
into your home. Make sure you have 
the time and resources to care for a pet, 
and that the dog, cat, bird or other crea- 
ture is compatible with the rest of the 
family. Read upon different dog breeds 
and learn about specific behavioss, 
health issues, recommended training 
and feeding methods, and anything else 
you need to know before purchasing or 
adophng that new puppy. 

If you insist on heving a specific 
breed, check out area dog breeders 
carefully. The best breeders will be 
checking you out as well, tomeke sure 
their puppy goes to a good home. 
Making more than one visit — some- 
times several — to a breeder before 
finalizing a purchase is not uncom- 
mon. In every case, be prepared to 
spend a good amount of time, days, 
weeks or even months, deciding on 
and planning for a new pet.

District Court Judge 
Ralph Burnett ordered Jef- 
frey Eugene Travis, 42, 
Accident, to serve one year 
and six months of a four-

supervised probation upon 
release after he pleaded 
guilty to using a credit card 
issued to another person for 
the purpose of obtaining 
money, good, services, and 
things of value in excess of 
$500. In addition, Travis 
was directed by Burnett to 
make restitution of 
$9,415.50 to Discover Fi- 
| nancial Services, $109.88 to 
Fingerhut, $143.88 to 
Match.com, and $39.95 to 
Click Bank in Boise, Idaho. 
According to court re- 
cords, Tfc B.D. Williams 
and other officers executed 
a search and seizure war- 
rant at the residence of the 
Jeffrey Eugene Travis in 
Accident. The warrant was 
seeking evidence related to 
the theft of the identity of 
the victim, who had re- 
ported that his Discover 
credit card was being used 
while he was in jail. He vic- 
tim was incarcerated on 
Jan. 10, 2005 and still re- 
mains in jail today. He did 
not give anyone permission 
to use his name, identifying 
information, or credit cards. 
Records of the Discover 
card verified that transac- 
tions had been made at nu- 
merous locations in Garrett 
County while the victim 
was in jail.

THE JOHNSTOWN FLOOD TO BE TOLD THROUGH STORY AND SONG - The 
story of workers caught in the Johnstown, Pa., flood of 1889 will be presented on 
Monday, Sept. 25, at 7:30 p.m. at the Folk Meeting House in Springs, Pa.

Final DCP Payments for 2006 Scheduled 

Eric M. McCartney, executive director for USDA's 
Farm Service Agency in Preston County, reminds produc- 
ers enrolled in FSA's Direct and Counter-Cyclical Pro- 
gram (DCP) they can expect their final direct payment to 
be directly deposited into personal bank accounts some- 
time during the first few weeks of October. 

Producers who did not elect to receive an advance di- 
rect payment will receive their entire direct payment for 
the year m one lump sum after the end of the fiscal year. 
The direct payment for a crop equals 85 percent of the 
farm's base acreage times (x) the farm's direct payment 
yield times (x) the direct payment rate. 

"For those not yet enrolled, September 29 is also the 
final date for producers to pay a late file fee of $100 to 
actually enroll in DCP," said McCartney. 

McCartney also reminded producers that if any 
changes that affect the interest in base acres have been 
made since signing the last Direct and Counter-Cyclical 
Program contract, the successions-in-interest must be re- 
ported to the county committee by September 29, so that 
a final determination can be made on who is program 
eligible on the property 

Changes that qualify as a succession-in-mterest in- 
clude: a sale of land, a change of operator or producer, 
including an increase or decrease in the number of part- 
ners, a foreclosure, bankruptcy, or involuntary loss of the 
farm, and a change in the producer's share of the crop(s) 
that were originally approved on the contract. 

"If a succession-in-interest has taken place, you are 
required to refund any advance DCP payments you re- 
ceived for the affected base acres before a payment can be 
made to the successor,” said McCartney. "Not reporting a 
succession-in-interest can result in contract termination 
and a loss of program benefits for all producers involved.” 

A revised form CCC-509, Direct and Counter-Cyclical 
Program Contract, with all succession changes must be 
complete with all signatures by September 29 for pay- 
ments to be distributed

Environmental Health 
Services of the Garrett 
County Health Department 
has reported the eleventh 
casé of laboratory con- 
firmed rabies for the county 
this year. This latest case 
occurred on Sept. 11 and 
involved a skunk and two 
puppies in the Hare Hollow 
Road area, which ts south of 
Grantsville. 

The property owner was 
alerted by the barking of the 
puppies early that morning, 
and when he went to check, 
found a skunk in the pen 
with the dogs. He killed the 
skunk, and it was sent to the 
Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
Rabies laboratory, where 
it was confirmed to have 
the rabies virus. There was 
no human exposure as the 
dog owner took precautions 
while dealing with the inci- 
dent, according to a Health 
Department spokesperson. 

“The puppies, 9 weeks 
old, are too young to be 
vaccinated against rabies,” 
she said. “It was determined 
that the mother of the pup- 
pies is currently vaccinated, 
thus the puppies should have 
some limited immunity to 
the virus.” 

The puppies will be vac- 
cinated at 3 months of age, 
which is the youngest dogs 
and cats can be vaccinat- 


ed. In addition; They°witt* 


be placed in strict, double 
confined quarantine for six 
months. One person has 
been designated as their 
caretaker. 

“The last two cases of 
rabies were from the central 
to southern portion of the 
county, and this latest case 
is from the northern end 
of the county, reinforcing 
to the public that animals 
infected with the rabies virus 
are [found] throughout the 
entire county,” stressed the 
spokesperson. 

The Garrett County 
Health Department will 
sponsor the last round of 
low-cost rabies clinics for 
2006 during the last week 
in September. The clin- 
ics will run from Monday, 
Sept. 25, through Saturday, 
Sept. 30, and will be held in 
Grantsville, Swanton, Crel- 
lin, Friendsville, Kitzmiller, 
and Oakland. The cost per 
animal is $5 for the rabies 
shot. Dog and cat licenses 
will be available. 

The Health Department 
urges pet owners to check 
the vaccination status of 
their pets. Puppies, kittens, 
and ferrets can be vacci- 
nated at 3 month$ of age 
and by law need to be vac- 
cinated by 4 months of age. 
Puppies and kittens under

$1M Allocated To 
Garrett County 
For Rural Legacy, 


Gov. Robert L. Ehrlich 
Jr. this week announced $26 
million in Fiscal Year. 2007 
Rural Legacy Program grant 
awards to area land trusts 
and local governments, in- 
cluding $1 million for Gar- 
rett County. The proposed 
awards are scheduled to go 
before the Board of Public 
Works in October for final 
approval. 

Locally, the funding is 
earmarked to buy conserva- 
tion easements in the Bear 
Creek Rural Legacy Area. 
The ainount of acres pur- 
chased will depend upon 
property assessments. 

“We estimate somewhere 
between 400 to 475 acres of 
easements can be purchased 
with this money, including 
incidental costs associated 
with surveys, appraisals, title 
work, etc.,” said Director 
John Nelson, Garrett Coun- 
ty Department of Planning 
and Land Development. 

The purpose of the grant 
is to protect some of the 


“county 's*most productive 


farmland to ensure the long- 
term viability of agriculture 
in the Bear Creek watershed. 
The 31,437-acre Bear Creek 
Rural Legacy Area includes 
the Bear Creek drainage ba- 
sin, Deep Creek Lake, the 
Cove scenic overlook, the 
Bear Creek Fish Hatchery, 
and a large amount of state 
and private forest lands, 
view sheds, natural habitats, 
and waterways. 

So far, the county has 
purchased easements total- 
ing 600 acres on five proper- 
ties in the Bear Creek area 
at a cost of $1,050,000 in 
Rural Legacy funds, accord- 
ing to Nelson. 

“This amount included 
incidental costs,” he noted. 
“We are also working on 
another 160 acres with last 
year’s funding of $371,705. 
Total funding to date in- 
cluding this new award is 
$2,421,705.”

The Garrett County 
Health Department its third 
and last series of low-cost 
rabies clinics for 2006 for 
the vaccination of cats, 
dogs, and ferrets beginning 
Monday, Sept. 25, and con- 
cluding Saturday, Sept. 30, 
at the following locations 
and times: 

*Grantsville Elementary 
School, Sept. 25, 5 to 6 p.m. 

*Swanton Community 
Center, Sept. 26, 5 to 6 p.m. 

*Crellin Elementary 
School, Sept. 27, 5 to 6 p.m. 

*Friendsville Elementary 
School, Sept. 28, 5 to 6 p.m. 

*Kitzmiller Community 
Center, Sept. 29, 5 to 6 p.m. 

*Garrett County Health 
Department, Oakland, Sept. 
30, 10 a.m. to noon. 

Cost of the vaccination is 
$5 per animal at the clinics. 
Dogs must be on a leash 
and under the control of a 
responsible individual. Cats 
and ferrets must be brought 
to the clinic.in a cage or a 
tightly secured box with air 
holes. If a cage or carrier is 


































not available, the cat must 
be carried in a pillowcase or 
suitable cloth sack. 

fe e.contact of animal 
at the clinics increases the 
risk of bites or scratches,” 
said a Health Department 
spokesperson. "Please be 
prepared to restrain and 
control your animals in or- 
der to avoid a potential inci- 
dent." 

Last year Garrett County 
experienced five confirmed 
rabies cases in raccoons. So 
far this year 10 positive 
cases in raccoons and one 
skunk have been laboratory 
confirmed. 

"The vaccination of dogs 
and cats is one of the most 
critical measures that can be 
taken by pet owners in pro- 
tecting their families and 
themselves from _ possible 
exposure to the rabies vi- 
rus,” said the spokesperson 

Last year 929 dogs and 
Cats were vaccinated at the 
Health Department spon- 
sored rabies clinics. 


"Since wildlife rabies 
continues to be present in 
Garrett County, all pet 


Owners are strongly urged to 
bring their pets to one of the 
six clinics," added the 
spokesperson. "Unvaccinat- 
ed dogs and cats exposed to 
rabid animals face the possi- 
bility of euthanization in 
order to protect their own- 
ers and the general public. 
The necessity of destroying 
family pets that are unvacci- 
nated can be avoided by 
keeping vaccinations cur- 
rent. 

"Because of the wide 
geographical distribution of 
documented rabies cases, no 
dog or cat being kept in 
Garrett County can be con- 
sidered safe from exposure 
to the disease. Pet owners 
are highly encouraged to 
check the expiration date on 
their pet's rabies certificate 
to determine the need for 
revaccination at one of the 
upcoming clinics or at a 
local veterinarian's office." 

While Maryland law 
requires that dogs, cats and 
ferrets over 4 months of age 
have the required vaccina- 
tion against rabies, animals 
at least 3 months of age can 
be brought to the clinics and 
adequately protected by 
vaccination. Dogs and cats 
need to be revaccinated 
every 3 years. Puppies and 
kittens vaccinated between 
the ages of 3 and 12 
months, and dogs and cats 
receiving their first vaccina- 
tion must be revaccinated

Failure to vaccinate pets 
against rabies in Maryland 
is a violation of the Anno- 
tated Code of Maryland 
Health General Article 18, 
Section 318 and may be 
punishable by a fine of up to

Additionally, Garrett 
County requires that dogs 
and cats have pet licenses, 
will be available at each 
clinic.

The derogatory, inflammatory words expressed 
yesterday at the United Nations by the likes of Ira- 
nian president Mahmoud Ahmadinejad and Vene- 
zuelan president Hugo Chavez make our connec- 
tions with their nations as an oil customer. all the 
more irritatmg. They have the United States some- 
what over a barrel, as we so unfortunately continue 
to depend on them for a substantial part of our na- 
tion's petroleum needs. 

Therefore, the best way to end that relationship, 
obviously, is to make it possible to depend less on 
foreign oil supplies. Just about every elected official 
m the country agrees with that, but we now have the 
Opportunity to do something that will not only make 
us less dependent, but will also yield several other 
major benefits. 

We have the technology and are now producing 
hybrid automobiles. The vehicles are still pretty ex- 
pensive for most of us, but there is currently a $3,000 
tax credit awarded to those who purchase a hybrid. 
More and more of them are slowly appearing on our 
roadways, each getting between 50 and 60 miles per 
gallon of gasoline. 

Why not immediately increase that credit five-fold 
to $15,000? Such a fmancial incentive would dra- 
matically and rapidly increase the sale of these vehi- 
cles. There would be an almost immediate shortage 
of them, which should spark an enormous surge in 
their production by all of our major automakers, 
most of whom are in rather dire financial straits right 
now. The proposed layoffs in the industry would be 
immediately averted, and thousands of new jobs 
more would be created. 

Our gasoline usage would fall in likewise dra- 
matic fashion, possibly far enough to virtually end 
our dependence on foreign oil, or at least depend- 
ence on oil purchases from nations hostile to the 

US. = ea ; 
The use of hybrids rather than vehicles with con- 
ventional gasoline engines would also have a signifi- 
cantly positive impact on the environment. 

Yes, such a tax credit would be expensive for the 
federal government, but it has great potential of be- 
ing an exceedingly wise investment. The rising cost 

of oil always does a number on our stock market, for 
example, causing billions of dollars in losses. Higher 
prices at the pump hurts our economy, causing less 
spending on other things by the consumer. Less de- 
pendence on foreign oil, then, would bolster the 
market and our overall economy, turning huge 
losses into huge gains. The feds don't bat an eye now 
at spending billions of dollars on many other "pro- 
jects," including the war against terrorism. Reducing 
our dependence on foreign oil would also likely be a 
Positive step in that war. 

This seems like a fairly simple solution, but one 
that would be a win-win-win proposition. How 
about it, Mr. President and U.S. Congress?

To the Editor: 

First we commend Ms. 
Sciullo on her concern for 
the safety of the children of 
Garrett County. We under- 
stand her unease about the 
vaccine and its possible ef- 
fect. on immunocompro- 
mised students. She is cor- 
rect in her reading of the 
package insert approved by 
the FDA three years ago, 
based on research and ex- 
perience available at that 
time. However, the latest 
recommendations from the 
Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) state that only those 
people who are in contact 
with others with severely 
weakened immune systems, 
such as people with recent 
bone marrow transplants, 
should not get the FluMist 
vaccine. It goes on to say 
that contacts with lesser 
degrees of immunosuppres- 
sion, such as people with 
cancer or people infected 
with HIV, can get the vac- 
cine without adverse conse- 
quences. 

According to CDC, in 
clinical studies, transmis- 
sion of vaccine viruses to 
close contacts has been un- 
common, and not harmful. 
Because the viruses used in 
the vaccine are modified 
(weakened by genetic 
changes to greatly reduce 
infectivity and  disease- 
causing capability), infec- 
tion is unlikely to result in 
influenza illness symptoms. 
The vaccine is similar to 
other childhood vaccines 
which are also modified live 
viruses,. such as those for 
measles, mumps, and 
chicken pox, where the 
modified virus in the vac- 
cine causes the body to de- 
velop antibodies which pro- 
tect a child from the wild 
virus. 

There are definite pre- 
cautions against children 
with certain medical condi- 
tions getting the nasal spray 
vaccination. The consent 
form filled out by the par- 
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ents identifies those situa- 
tions. If there are any ques- 
tions about the safety of the 
vaccine for a_ particular 
child or his/her family, that 
child will not be given the 
vaccine. However, almost 
all such children with condi- 
tions making them ineligible 
to receive the nasal spray 
vaccine should be receiving 
the injectable influenza vac- 
cine each year. 

The choice is up to the 
parent. This is a voluntary 
program. However, studies 
done both before and after it 
was licensed for use in 2003 
have shown that FluMist is 
a safe, very effective, alter- 
native to the injectable flu 
vaccine. It is a good way to 
children... fromthe 
sometimes serious effects of 
the flu, without the trauma 
of getting a shot.

Bay Foundation Issues Plan To 
Reduce Chesapeake Bay Pollution

The Chesapeake Bay 
Foundation on Tuesday 
urged legislators to increase 
environmental funding and 
develop innovative tax poli- 
cies over the next four years 
to help Maryland meet its 
clean water requirements, 
warning that Maryland has 
only gone halfway toward 
reaching a pollution reduc- 
tion goal it set in 2000. 

The proposals were part 
of a four-point plan the 
foundation contends will 
enable the state to uphold 
its promise of reducing by 
20 million pounds the 
amount of nitrogen pollu- 
tion that flows into the bay 
each year by 2010. 

"The bay has been crying 
out for help~beach closures, 
dead zones, and widespread 
reports of sick or dying 
fish," said Kim Coble, ex- 
ecutive director of CBF 
Maryland. "The leaders 
elected this fall have a 
choice: lead us toward bet- 
ter water quality, or accept 
failure." 

The state's commitments 
stem from the Chesapeake 
2000 Agreement, where 
Maryland teamed up with 
the federal government, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and 
Washington, D.C. to curb 
bay pollution. 

According to the founda- 
tion, current nitrogen reduc- 
tions have fallen 10.25 mil- 
lion pounds per year short 
with only four years remain- 
ing. 

While the foundation 
notes that Maryland has 
outpaced Pennsylvania and 
Virginia in achieving its 
goal, it says additional ni- 
trogen-reducing measures 
are urgent. 

"Those who are elected 
this fall will be accountable 
to reach the deadline and 
the goals ofthe Chesapeake 
2000 Agreement," said Wil- 
liam C. Baker, president of 
the foundation. "It will be 
their choice as to whether 
this Chesapeake Bay pro- 
gram will be a model of 
success or failure.” 

But the Ehrlich admini- 


the Chesapeake Bay Resto- 
ration Act that has reduced 
nitrogen by more than a 
third of the 2010 goal, is 
reluctant to promise that 
Maryland will reach the 20 
million pound goal if Gov. 
Robert L. Ehrlich is re- 
elected. 

"It's a noble but very 
lofty goal," said Henry P. 
Fawell, an Ehrlich spokes- 
man. "It will be difficult but 
the governor remains intent 
on moving forward to meet 
those goals." 

Rick Abbruzzese, an 
O'Malley campaign spokes- 
man, said O'Malley would 
propose an inter-state fund 
for all participants in the 
2000 agreement. 

"Certainly we need to do 
a better job than we're cur- 
rently doing, and whether 
we get to twenty million, it's 
important that we adopt 
very high goals and work 
hard to meet them," he said. 

The foundation wants 
the state to establish a state 
fund to sustain long-term 
water quality improve- 
ments. It recommends rais- 
ing money by increasing the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge toll 
and fees for vehicle emis- 
sions inspections and land- 
fill tipping. 

The plan also presses 
legislators to reward farmers 
who use good _ environ- 
mental techniques on their 
farms transferable tax cred- 
its. Such credits, they say, 
have already been imple- 
mented successfully in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia, 
and will make farming more 
economically viable in the 
face of soaring production 
costs and increased pressure 
from urban sprawl. 

The prescription, how- 
ever, includes two steps that 
are not likely to incur large 
costs to the state. 


For one, the foundation 
is asking the Maryland De- 
partment of Environment to 
require water quality im- 
provements in the storm 
water runoff permits it is- 
sues.

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The foundation's plan 
would divide the state into 
five jurisdictions, each hay- 
ing the authority to approve 
or disapprove oflarge devel- 
Opment projects within its 
region, 

Controversial develop- 
ment projects like the one 
near the Eastern Shore's 
Blackwater National Wild- 
life Refuge have been de- 
cided mainly by local gov- 
ernments. But CBF officials 
say major developments 
have consequences that ex- 
tend beyond the immediate 
areas. In addition, they say 
local governments do not 
have the resources to inves- 
tigate and make informed 
judgments. 

The larger jurisdictions 
will create a situation where 
"state funds and local funds 
can be pooled to give them 
the resources to really do 
the job of assessing and 
making decisions," Baker 
said, 

Baker says Maryland can 
reach its goals by 2010 if 
measures such as those in 
the foundation's report are 
implemented. 

"It's a rather simple ap- 
proach, but it will have 
enormous potential over the 
next four years," he said. -

DISCOUNT CERTIFICATES AVAILABLE — The Garrett County Humane Soci- 
ety will have $50 discount certificates available on Monday, Sept. 24, for county pet 
owners to have their pets spayed or neutered "We normally give out this large 
amount of certificates in the spring, but because of the generosity of a part-time 
resident of Garrett County, we are able to have them available now to county resi- 
dents,” explained Lisa Baker, Humane Society president. "There are a few guide- 
lines that need to be followed. 1. You must be a Garrett County resident. You will 
be asked to provide proof of residency when you pick up your certificate. 2. You 
must come to the Garrett County Animal Shelter between 10 a.m. and 3:30 p.m., 
Monday through Friday, to pick up your certificate. They cannot be mailed out. 3. 
The certificates can be used only at Casselman Veterinary Services, Pineview Vet- 
erinary Hospital, and Countryside Animal Hospital. 4. Owners will be responsible 
for required vaccinations and additional costs that may accompany the surgery.” 
There are only 100 certificates available, which will be given out on a first-come, 
first-served basis. Once they are all given out residents may obtain $25 discount 
certificates from the Humane Society or they can contact PAWS (Partners for Ani- 
mal Welfare and Safety) at 301-746-5939 for assistance. "You may call ahead to 
check on availability before making the trip out to the shelter," Baker said about 
the certificates. "Last spring people called the shelter and were very upset that 
they had all been given out the first week. You have a better chance of getting one 
if you come to the shelter early in the week, as last time we ran out in less than 10 
days. Please have your pets spayed or neutered, as last year over 1,200 animals 
were brought in to the shelter, and this year we have already had at least 100 kit- 
tens brought in.”

{HE MATHEMATICS OF INTEREST 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. I don’t have a lot of moncy to spare, but I could add 
520 or so to my mortgage or car payment every. month. Should. 
I bother? Would it help me? 

It is defmitely a good idea to pay debt ahead of time, if 
you possibly can. Always pay off the debt with the highest 
interest rate first. If you have credit card debt, that will 
run about 18% interest per year, Pay that off as fast as you 
can. Then, to keep from slipping back into debt, get a 
“debit” card (where the money is already there — paid in 
advance) and use that instead of a credit card. 

Behind credit card debt, the next most expensive debt 
is usually an auto loan. It might have an interest rate of 
9% or so. The sooner you pay it off, the less total money 
you'll part with for the car. 

Only when all your other loans are paid off should you 
start to pay down principal on your mortgage. The inter- 
est r-"e on that loan may be 5% or 6%, and it’s very diffi- 
cu / Orrow money cheaper than that. 

+ fact, a lot of people go the other way, taking ona 
greater mortgage loan in order to get out from under 
more expensive debt. Taking out a home equity loan is a 
wav to consolidate debts, pay off credit cards and stop 
paying 18% interest. Paying a bank 7% or 8% for a second 
mortgage is a much better deal for the borrower. Why 
would one bank loan you money at 8% when another 
wants 18%? The big difference is that when a house is 
security for a loan, the bank’s risk drops way down, and 
hence it doesn't feel the need to charge as high an interest 
rate. 

Some numerical examples may help make all this 
clear: 

Suppose you have a house mortgage for $200,000 at 
6% over 30 years: 6% of $200,000 is $12,000 annually, so 
$1,000 per month goes to pay interest. In order to start 
paying down the principal, the bank would set the 
monthly payment at just about $1,200. So after one pay- 
ment, you owe “only” $198,800. The fraction going to 
pay down principal keeps increasing a little with every 
payment, and after 30 years it's all paid off.

card at $10,000, and is being charged 18% interest. With- 
out ever making another, purchase, how long will it take 
to pay that off? The mathematics works just like a mort- 
gage: Suppose the minimum payment due is $154.33. If 
you only pay $154:33 each month, it will take you 20 
years to retire the debt, and during that span you will have 
paid over $27,000 in interest. But if you pay $180/month, 
you'll pay it all off in 10 years. If you pay $50/month 
above the minimum, you'll be paid off in 7% years, and if: 
you can pay $100 more than the minimum, you'll be free 
in 5 years. 

Pay off credit card debt just as fast as you possibly can. 
Those advertisements that say “no payments until next 
Januarv” mav be tempting, but what the credit card com- 
panies are really offering is the opportunity for them to 
make 18% on their money, at your expense. 

The numbers for a car loan are in between, but it still is 
a sound practice to pay off your car loan early. Your extra 
$20 per month may not seem like much, but it offsets 
some interest. For a $10,000 car loan over 5 years at 9% 
interest, your monthly payment would be $207.58, 2/3 of 
which goes toward paying down the principal. Add $20 
monthly to the payment and you'll have it paid off 6 
months early. More significantly: On that $10,000 loan, 
over 5 years you'll part with $2,455 in interest — that’s 
nearly 4 the original amount of the loan. Add $20 
monthly to the payment and the grand total interest drops 
to $2,178. That’s a savings of $277, just for gradually 
handing over a cumulative $1,080 a little earlier than re- 
quired.

Chromium, Weight Gain, 
and Diabetes 


Chromium is a trace element that has been shown to 
improve the action of insulin in the body. Insulin 
promotes the utilization and storage of sugar (glucose). 
In people with Type 2 diabetes, the body is resistant to 
the effects of insulin. This insulin resistance eventually 
leads to high blood sugar (hyperglycemia). Recently, a 
Study evaluated the effects of chromium in people with 
diabetes. In this study, 25 individuals diagnosed with 
Type 2 diabetes for at least 6 months received either 
glipizide extended-release tablets combined with either 
a placebo tablet or chromium piccolinate 1000 mcg 


daily. 


Glipizide is used commonly to treat diabetes. Weight 
gain is a known side effect of therapy with glipizide and 
other drugs in its class. The study participants who 
received supplementation with chromium gained 
significantly less weight during the 41 week study 


period. 


Individuals with diabetes should discuss 


chromium with their health care provider, and check 
their blood sugar more frequently if chromium is added 


to their regimen.

A e Wow, you've really got a chal- 
elenge there! Both toy poodles 
and dachshunds are energetic, smart 
dogs with instinctive guard-dog men- 
talities. Dachshunds think they are 10 
times bigger than they-really are, and 
like to vocalize that fact. Poodles are 
real scrappers, and like to vocalize that 
fact. 

What I mean is, both dogs need a 
firm hand at the reins. Constant obedi- 
ence training is important: Both need 
to respond to your command to sit and 
stay, no matter what excitement is 
occurring. Both need to become more 
socialized to humans, if possible, to 
reduce aggressiveness townd 
strangers. 

Because specific and regular train- 
ing is needed, I recommend that you 
purchase and keep on hand an obedi- 
ence trainmg book specifically written 
for each breed: one for the poodle, one 
for the dachshund. Develop a daily 
training schedule — about an hour 
each day — as well as specific rou- 
tines for answering the door or con- 
trolling barking at sudden noises. 

Both dogs will always attempt to 
bark at things chey see as threats, but 
with steady work the noise can be 
brought down to a cautious, under- 
the-breath “ruff” from time to time.
